A survey made by 
the Bureau of

County has a heavier infestation 
of eggs than any other Southeast 
Missouri County. 
The probable extent 
of

damage will depend 
upon 
the 
spring and early summer weather 
conditions.* 
Cool, damp weather 
is unfavorable to the hatching of 
the eggs and development of the 
young hoppers while warm dry 
weather will permit them to hatch 
in large numbers and thrive. 
Farmers 
should 
watch 
their 
ditch banks and fence rows 
for 
the young ’hoppers. Baiting should 
be done as soon as ’hoppers are 
4 to % inch long. 
Farmers noticing young 
’hop­ 
pers in large number are asked to 
contact the county extension of­ 
fice.

For Babies in Order 
To Prevent Rickets 


“Mothers should be 
especially 
careful during the early 
spring 
months to give their babies all the 
sunshine possible as 
sunshine is 
the best and cheapest way to pre­ 
vent rickets in babies and chil­ 
dren”, advises Doctor 
Harry 
F. 
Parker, Commissioner of Health. 
“During the winter months it 
is 
hard to get enough sunshine so it 
is especially necessary now.” 
Rickets is a disease of babies 
and children 
during 
their 
fast 
growing stage and is usually due 
to improper foods to supply the 
necessary calcium and phosphorus 
for forming and hardening bones 
and teeth. With soft 
bones 
the 


body weight will bend or 
other­ 
wise deform them and especially 
is this true around the joints. This 
disease can be largely prevented 
by exposure to sunshine 
which 
contains the necessary ultra violet 
rays. 
“Proper diet and plenty of sun­ 
shine means 
everything 
in the 
proper care of young babies and 
children”, 
said 
Commissioner 
Parker, “also every baby should 
have cod liver oil. At one month 
they should receive five drops of 
pure cod liver oil three times a 
day and this should gradually be 
increased until at three 
months 
the baby should be getting one 
and a half 
teaspoonfuls 
of oil 
daily. This is most necessary dur­ 
ing the winter and early 
spring 
months when it is impossible to 
get the proper amount of 
sun­ 
shine.”

housewife can feed her family ap­ 
petizing meals that will do much 
toward maintaining and improv­ 
ing the health and physical well 
being of the famliy, and raise the 
food standad of living. 
Realizing the 
t r e m e n d o u s 
amount of food that the garden 
will poduce on such a small area, 
it is obvious that it 
should 
be 
located on the most fertile soil on 
the farm. 
The 
best 
gardeners

changed their garden from the old, 
odd-shaped, poorly located piece 
of ground where the garden has 
always been planted, to a fertile 
soil where it will have the 
best 
chance of producing the 
highest 
yields of the highest quality pro­ 
duce. 
Both the farmer and his wife, on 
those farms where the garden will 
be of the greatest value, will sit 
down and decide what vegetables 
they want this year. 
After hav­ 
ing decided the kinds 
and

amounts of each they will need as

for storage, they will then

chase the beast seed they can buy, 
avoiding bargains and prize pack­ 
ages.
